T hey declared 
th at “ no im m unity from prosecution 
can be claim ed for any officer by the 
com pany.” 
In reply to a letter from

Scientific Errand o f American 


W arships to Fo reig n Sho res. 


WEIRD SPECTACLE TO BE STUDIED

Hoping to discover the alleged planet 
Vu lcan, to determine what the su n’s 
corona really is and to learn variou s 
other facts abou t the heavens above u s 
and the atmosphere su rrou nding, the 
United States government will dis­ 
patch to the northern coast of Africa 
and the Mediterranean shore of Spain 
a sq u adron of three war vessels com­ 
manded by a rear admiral, says the 
Kansas City Star. 
These interesting observations will 
be made in the old world du ring the to­ 
tal solar eclipse of Au g. 29 and 8 0, 
bu t the “eclipse sq u adron" will sail 
from Washington early in Ju ly. Bear 
Admiral C. M. Chester, U. S. IN., in 
command of the sq u adron, will have 
for his flagship the Minneapolis, and 
his expedition will inclu de abou t seveu 


ticlea thrown ou t by the su n and el 
tber falling back again or held su s­ 
pended by forces little u nderstood. 
The su spected planets lying between 
Mercu ry and the su n and which the 
expedition will endeavor to discover 
are made invisible in ordinary times 
by the distracting glare of old Sol, 
whose nearest visible neighbor is Mer­ 
cu ry. 
It Is hoped that while the moon 
hides the face of the su n this year 
some of the great cameras will snap­ 
shot these hidden planets and that the 
corona will allow su fficient room for 
them to be seen. Lescarbau lt, a cou n­ 
try physieiu n near Paris, claimed to 
hare observed one of them in 18 59. 
Some well known astronomers indors­ 
ed his claim, and the su pposed new’ 
world was named Vu lcan 
It was esti­ 
mated to have a diameter of 2,600 
miles, less than a third that of the 
earth.

a path of eq u al width across the Brit­ 
ish possessions, over the sou thern part 
; of James bay and the peninsu la of 
Labrador. 
Abou t a hu ndred miles above the 
eastern mou th of Belle Isle strait It 
will enter the Atlantic, tu rning its 
waves pitch black u ntil reaching the 
north coast of Spain. Thence the broad 
shadow ribbon will sweep sou theast- 
wardly across the peninsu la of the 
dons, passing abou t forty miles above 
Madrid, su ddenly throwing its black 
night pall over Leon, Bu rges, Valla­ 
dolid, Zaragoza and nu merou s smaller 
| settlements of men at midday. Leav­ 
ing the Spanish Mediterranean coast, 
| the pitchy band will cross the Colu m- 
bretes island, strike the African coast 
abou t midway between the cities of

Ou r eclipse sq u adron will land Its as­ 
tronomers and their freight at two 
Mediterranean ports—Valencia, Spain, 
and Bona, Algiers. 
Apparatu s more 
elaborate than any devised for previ­ 
ou s eclipse observation will be u pon 
the grou nd in the path of the shadow 
from fou r to six weeks previou s to the 
phenomena. From day to day and u n­ 
til the moon hides the face of tbe su n 
drills will be repeated u ntil every bit 
of apparatu s works to perfection. 
Arrangements for the eclipse have 
been in the cou rse of making at the na­ 
val observatory in Washington for, in 
fact, two years. The hilly park su r­ 
rou nding its white marble bu ildings 
presents the appearance of a machin­ 
ery exposition. The great instru ments 
with which the corona In its varying 
phases is to be photographed or other­ 
wise observed are all in place, as they 
will appear when installed in su nny 
Spain and scorching Algeria. They are 
thu s assembled in an experimental 
camp. 
One of the largest cameras ever con­ 
stru cted will snapshot the corona as it 
appears over the Valencia camp du ring 
the two and a half minu tes that the 
su n is obscu red there. It is seventy 
feet long from the front of the lens 
mechanism to the back of the box, the 
latter being in reality a little hou se or 
dark room. 
The plates will be isochromatie, giv­ 
ing tru e color valu e. This giant cam­ 
era will be operated by George II. Pe­ 
ters, tbe expert astronomic photogra­ 
pher in charge of the photographic divi­ 
sion of the naval observatory, the man 
who has made tbe notable su n spot j 
photographs of recent years. 
At tbe stations in central Spain and ' 
Algeria the corona will be photograph- I 
ed with great cameras of like constru e- 1 
tton, bu t with only forty feet of focal . 
length. 
’While the corona is known to be an 
appendage of the su n, astronomers fail * 
to agree concerning the cau ses pro- j 
du ring its delicate detail du ring total 
eclipses. 
Sometimes It has projected 
itself in straight, spoke-like rays; at 
other times in cu rved, feathery, spiral 
or looped rays, known in instances to 
prolong themselves in streamers from 
the top and bottom of the black moon. 
Sometimes its lines stretch ou t several 
millions of miles. It has been thou ght 
by some to be an atmosphere of the 
su n, bu t comets have passed throu gh it 
withou t being retarded, which wou ld 
be impossible In an atmosphere. 
It 
seems to consist of minu te isolated par-

The general execu tive committee of 
the Woman's Foreign Missionary Socie­ 
ty of the Methodist Episcopal chu rch 
will hold its annu al session In St. 
Pau l’s chu rch, New York city, in the 
coming fall, Oct 26 to Nov. 3. 
This 
committee has to do with the affairs 
of the entire society at home and 
abroad. The personnel of the commit­ 
tee is made u p of three delegates from 
each of the eleven branches of the so­ 
ciety, extending from Maine to Cali­ 
fornia. 
It inclu des also the literatu re 
committee of three. The society nu m 
bers in its constitu ency 217,000 mem­ 
bers. 
Its yearly receipts amou nt to 
$500,000. 
This money is exclu sive of 
the money raised by the generai mis­ 
sionary society of the chu rch and is 
administered in foreign work by the 
women of the Woman’s Foreign Mis­ 
sionary society. It has raised for for­ 
eign missions since its organization 
thirty-five years ago $7,38 6,744 and 
holds real estate in foreign 
lands 
amou nting to the valu e of $1,08 8 ,8 68 . 
It issu es fou r monthly periodicals-—the 
"Woman’s Missionary Friend, the Hei- 
den Frau en Freu nd, the Children’s Mis­ 
sionary Friend and the Monthly Stu dy. 
Some years ago it established a paper 
for the women of India. Five editions 
are pu blished in different dialects. In 
Korea and China a great deal of litera­ 
tu re is pu blished by the society for 
women and girls, while In Japan a 
missionary has been appointed to liter­ 
ary work to meet the constantly grow­ 
ing demand for Christian literatu re In 
Japan. 
The Edu cational Association 
of China has req u ested one of the so­ 
ciety’s missionaries to prepare a mu ­ 
sic book in Mandarin for mission 
schools, and within the past two or 
three years many booklets, papers and 
leaflets have been translated and pu b­ 
lished. 
The work of this society reaches to 
India. China, Bu rma, Japan, Mexico, 
Sou th America, Bu lgaria, Italy, Korea, 
Africa, Malaysia and the Philippine Is­ 
lands. 
Two hu ndred and ninety mis­ 
sionaries, of whom 25 are physicians; 
L000 native Bible readers and teach­ 
ers; 
639 day 
schools; 2J 
training 
schools; 67 boarding schools; 20 or­ 
phanages; 2 colleges for women, one 
In India and one in Japan (preparations 
are being made for one in China); 8 0 
hospitals and 
dispensaries, treating 
over 150,000 patients every year, are 
su pported by the society; 16,000 Chris­ 
tian women are receiving instru ction 
au d 20,000 non-Christian women are 
having the gospel of Christ preached to 
them. 
The coming meeting is an event of 
national and worldwide importance. 
The eyes of thou sands throu ghou t th© 
United States who elect tbe delegates 
to this meeting will watch the proceed­ 
ings as reported in the chu rch and sec­ 
u lar papers with the greatest Interest. 
It is expected that a large nu mber of 
visitors will be attracted to this great 
missionary convention.

servers, the opposing forces in the 
Yates-Cu llomjbattle. 
Gov. Deneen and Lieu t-Gov. Sher­ 
man have shu nned this camplng-ou t 
c a u c u s, which has set a new 
fashion 
in Ulinoislcampaigning, and it is con­ 
ceded they stayed away 
b e c a u se they 
recognized its political significance. 
Senator Hu ghes ;stau nch friend of 
Col. Lowden, and a leading manager 
in his campaign for nomination as 
governor, has taken rank throu gh his 
clever cou p as tbe chief lieu ten an t of 
Senator •Cu llom 
in his fight with 
Y ates for the popu lar vote—a fight 
which Yates began openly when be 
made a Fou rth of Ju ly oration to a 
crowd at Dixon a week ago. 
Hazelwood, Senator Hu ghes’ cou n­ 
try place, is no stranger to political 
meetings. I t was the soene of the 
most im portant gathering five years 
ago when Senator Cu llom was fighting 
as he is now for re-election to the 
Washington millionaires’ clu b. Then 
and now Senator Hu ghes was a Cu l­ 
lom su pporter and one of the shrewd­ 
est in the state. State senators and 
state officers were his gu ests, and in 
the contest th a t followed Cu llom won 
with ease.

The senators who arrived at Hazel­ 
wood yesterday,Renjoyed a “ grou nd- 
roast” dinner cooked by an expert, 
slept all night in cots in three large 
ten ts, and awoke early today to stir 
abou t and Iget warm are; 
Hou ser of Olney, Campbell of Chica­ 
go, Templeton of Princeton, McCabe 
of Rock Island, Hu ll of Salem, Haas 
of Chicago, Gardner of 
Mendota, 
Townsend of Galesbu rg, Hamilton of 
East St. Lou is, Stu bblefield of Bloom­ 
ington, Anderson of Rockford, Helm 
of Metropolis, B u rn ett of Marion, 
Henson of Decatu r, McShane of Chi­ 
cago, Bu rton of Carlinviile, Mu eller of 
Chicago, |Ju u l (of Chicago, Lish of 
Sau nemin, Tiffany of Antioch, Brown 
of Chicago, and Galpin of Chicago. 
They inclu deiirepu blicans of 
all 
shades of opinion. Politics was not 
openly intru ded|onJ the atten tion of 
the company, and only those so in ­ 
clined discu ssed this enticing su bject. 
There was a » clinging together of 
those who, withlSenatorjfHu gbes, had 
su pportedjLowden for governor, how­ 
ever, and conferences are believed to 
nave paved the way for tbe u nited 
su pport of Cu llom by the Lowden 
stren gth, throu ghou t the state. The 
Chicago members^who sail u nder the 
Deneen colors held aloof from politi­ 
cal talk, as the governor and Lieu t - 
Gov. Sherman had held aloof from the 
hou se party, leaving the opposing fac­ 
tions in tbe senatorship tight severely 
alone. 


ALLiDIXONlTURNS OUT. 
All Dixon has tu rned ou t to greet 
the Hazelwood gu ests. 
Receptions 
are held in the evenings from 7 to 9 
o’clock, Dixon residents being in vited 
to gather at Hazelwood and see the 
lawmakers at their ease. A tten tion 
is devoted to making all hands friend­ 
ly with each other. 
I t is a decided 
con trast to the Yates 
oration, 
a 
Fou rth of Ju ly talk delivered to a 
sweltering crowd. 
It is taken as 
strikin g thejkeynote of the methods 
Cu llom Is to follow in the fight. 
While Yates depends mu ch on stilt­ 
ed periods and fights of eloq u ence, 
which he delights to indu lge in before 
applau ding bearers, the veteran sena­ 
tor whom he is opposing knows the 
vote-getting valu e of heart-to-heart 
talks between friends. Senator Hu ghes 
is a master of this kind of campaign­ 
ing, one of the state’s most skillfu l 
gwayersofthe votes in cou Dtry dis­ 
tricts. 
He is to be depended on to 
swing Ogle, Lee and W hiteside cou n­ 
ties into line, and as a first step to off­ 
set Y ates’ impression, his senatorial 
hou se party and evening receptions 
are believed certain to prove most 
su ccessfu l.

William Cu llom Bryant

poems du riDg a visit here. The Rock 
river is known as the “ Hu dson of 
Illinois,” and the magnificent scenery 
along its banks merits the title. 
Most 
potent 
Cu llom argu ments 
were the cool breezes th a t greeted tbe 
senators on their arrival at Hazel­ 
wood, and the “grou nd roast” dinner 
served to them —a whole sheep roasted 
in hot coals th at filled a deep trench, 
roast potatoes, onions and beef. The 
trip from Dixon was made on a little 
steamer, the “City of Dixon.” After 
a n ight in the ten ts the steam er took 
the party higher u p the river to see 
the “Grand Detou r,” a noted bit of 
landscape, and im portant political 
plans were made to the accompani­ 
m ent of the “pu ff-pu ff” of the stern 
wheeier. 
Gov. Y ates’ Dixon speech was gone 
one better by the trolley ride, next 
taken by the senatorial party to visit 
Sterling. 
Yates made the people of 
Sterling, twelve miles away, come to 
hear him, 
and 
comparatively few 
came. 
Senator Hu ghes loaded tbe 
senators into a bu nting-decked trolley 
car and took them to Sterling, where 
tb e popu lation lined the streets and 
cheered heartily, and the mayor and 
city officials gave a hearty welcome. 
Col. Lowden was expected to en ter­ 
tain the senators at his Ogle cou nty 
farm, where his fine stock wou ld have 
served as good argu ments m favor of 
Cu llom’s re-election to Influ ence the 
down-state members who themselves 
own farms. Bu t this was called off, as 
Senator n u ghes thou ght it wou ld be 
too su ggestive. 
Every gu est at the hou se party, 
whether for Cu llom or against him, is 
delighted with his reception at Hazel­ 
wood and has become an enthu siastic 
adm irer of northern Illinois’ climate 
and Rock river scenery. 
New plans for hou se parties are 
afoot, althou gh whether they have 
political significance has not devel­ 
oped. 
Senator Anderson is anxiou s to 
have his colleagu es visit him at Rock­ 
ford and enjoy a picnic on the river, 
and Senator Barr, mayor of Joliet, 
wishes to en tertain them at the peni­ 
ten tiary city.

T hat Mr. Rockefeller is as expert a 
w riter of shorthand as any one of the 
arm y of typew riters and stenographers 
he employs will be Interesting news to 
m any. How the head of the Standard 
Oil com pany cam e to take u p stenog­ 
raphy is told as follows by Railw ay 
and 
Locomotive 
Engineering 
and 
serves to illu strate some of the charac­ 
teristics which have contribu ted to his 
su ccess in bu siness. 
“A few years ago, less than a decade, 
when Mr. Rockefeller had reached the 
aenith of su ccess in bu siness and mon­ 
ey m aking, a you ng stu dent w as a vis­ 
itor at the Rockefeller home.

you th had acqu ired shorthand and w as 
in the habit of practicing It for m aking 
passing m em oranda.

nography has been u sed by him m ostly 
for brief m em oranda convenient as an 
aid to the memory.
